massed for a new showdown with Axis forces in Tunisia today 
after a bitter 48-hour battle in which they repulsed a series 
of desperate German attempts to recapture key points on the 
approaches to Tunis and Bizerte. 


An Allied spokesman in north Africa declared that losses 


in the past two days had been heavy on both sides and that 
the edge in the impending test of strength "will go to the one 
who regains his strength more quickly."

Triangle Is Key 


Knowing that control of this tri- 


angle is the key to the whole situa- 
tion in Tunisia, the Germans made 
an all-out attempt to eject the Allies, 
but failed, the spokesman said, 
though -Djedelda—12 miles north- 
west of Tunis—changed hands sev- 
eral times. 


At present, he declared, Allied 


troops are holding the western part 
of that town and are in control of 
both 'Tebourba and Mateur. Te- 
bourba is about 20 miles west of 
Tunis and 35 miles south of Bizerte, 
while Mateur is 12 miles south of 
Bizerte. 


The Allied spokesman estimated 


that the Germans have about 14,000 
combat troops in-the battle area 
and said it was evident they "in- 
tend to stay in Tunisia until the last 
possible moment." 


"The. Germans always have de- 


rided the.British for Dunkerque," 
he added, "and mtybe they are out 
to prove they are ready to die for 
the Fuehrer." 


Anted Air Blow* Continue 


The communique told of con- 


tinuing Allied air attacks on air- 
dromes at both Tunis and Bizerte, 
and said that especially heavy dam- 
age had been done at the former, 
with many enemy aircraft destroyed 
on the ground.

Force reported that American air- 
men alone had shot down five enemy 
planes in combat Wednesday and 
destroyed three on the 
ground.

Fanned by a 40-mile-an-hour west wind, flames Thursday 


morning caused $175,000 damage to the Orrtanna Canning 
company plant. Water from five lines froze, in the eight-degree 
temperature, as it struck the walls of the concrete and frame 
two-story building. Firemen hit by water also were covered 
by ice. 


The estimate of the loss in the three-hour blaze was 


made by I. 2. Musselman, owner of the plant which was 
erected in 1918, and his son, Howard Musselman, sales man- 
ager of the concern. 


Cause Not Determined 


The cause of the fire has not been determined. 
Equipment loss and damage to the plant was placed at 


$150,000 while the 4,000 cases of apples burned were valued 
at $25,000. The apples, packed in No. 10 cans, six to a case, 
were a government order.
